dungpo.

Cross Han 


One patrol crossed the frozen 


Han river, breach,ed the southern 
gate of Seoul itself and tangled in 
a brisk fire-fight with a company 
of Chinese troops inside the capital 
city. 


Allied artillery and howitzer 


shells crumped into the capital, 
already buffeted and devastated 
three times by the tides of the 
strange Korean war. 


AllieU warplanes buzzed low in 


attack. They spewed out napalm 
firebombs, rockets and machine- 
gun shells wherever pilots could 
flush a vanishing enemy. They 
raked a force of 1,000 Reds trying 
to flee, north across the Han. 


Warships Shell Enemy 


The big guns pf Allied warships 


including the battleship Missouri 
and the cruisers U.S.S. St. Paul 
and the British Belfast poured 
shells into the enemy area. Tffe 
warships were prowling the Yellow 
Sea waters off Inchon. 


The whole Communist defense 


in the west had crumbled. But the 
Reds were making a stand in the 
central Korean area against the 
northward drive of the old TJ.

10th corps. The 10th now was 
fighting as a unified element of 
the U. S. Eighth army under over- 
all command of Lt. Gen. Matthew 
S. Ridgway. 


Jets in Action 


Far to the north of the swift 


ground action, U. S. Fifth air force 
F-80 Shooting Star jets tangled in 
the Sinanju area with Russian- 
made MIG-15 jets. 


No damage to either side was 


reported. 


The MIGs showed up in force 


for the first time in days. Three 
flights 
of Shooting Star pilots 


reported the MIG attacks. There 
were 12 Russian-made jets in one 
flight, seven or eight in a second 
and an unreported number in the 
third. 


American B-29s plastered Red 


rail bridges near the Red Korean 
capital of Pyongyang with 64 one- 
ton block-busters. 
Other Super- 


forts hit the rail yards and bridges 
at Sunchon, about 30 miles north 
of Pyongyang.

Blames Union 
For December 
Rail Walkout 


CHICAGO, (AP)—The Brother- 


hood of Railroad Trainmen, a fed- 
eral judge ruled yesterday in 
fining it $25,000, was responsible 
for the rail switchmen's "sick" 
strike last December. 


Judge Michael L. Igoe imposed 


the fine on the rail union as full 
crews of switchmen ended a 10- 
day similar "sick" walkout and re- 
turned to work across the country. 


The fine was based on violation 


of a federal court order of Dec. 13 
directing the switchmen to return 
to work. The stoppage ended after 
three days. 


The union faces a second charge 


of contempt in connection with the 
walkout just ended. A hearing is 
scheduled for Feb. 14 but Igoe in- 
dicated he would continue it to a 
later date. 


Judge Igoe, who dismissed 


charges against 40 of its national 
and local officers and 31 lodges of 
the BRT in the contempt hearing, 
said: "As long as a union is func- 
tioning as a union, it must be re- 
sponsible for the mass action of its 
members." 


Britain Dock 
Strike Spreads 


LONDON, 
(AP) —A wildcat 


strike, condemned by union lead- 
ers as Communist-inspired, spread 
still further today. 


After counting heads this morn- 


ing, the national dock labor board 
reported 19,600 dockers on strike, 
about 18,000 more than yester- 
day. 


Biggest increase was in London, 


where 8.460 of the port's 25,000 
dockers were out and strike lead- 
ers were inciting more to quit.

NEW YORK. (AP)—Eddy Du- 


chin, whose mastery of the piano 
keyboard delighted 
millions of 


Americans, died here last night 
only a few hours after the navy 
cited him for his World War II 
combat record. 


Rear Admiral Walter S. Delany, 


commandant of the 3rd Naval 
district, delivered the citation per- 
sonally yesterday to Duchin, 41, 
who was a pat'ent at Memorial 
hospital. 


Duchin enlisted 
in the navy 


eight years ago. He served on de- 
stroyers in some of the toughest 
engagements of both the Atlantic 
and Pacific. In 1945 he was dis- 
charged as a lieutenant comman- 
der. 


His losing battle against leuke- 


mia—a form of cancer of the 
blood—started several months ago. 


At his bedside \vhrn he died was 


his wife and a sister. 


Born in Cambridge, Mass., Du- 


chin might have been a pharmacist 
as his father. However, odd piano 
assignments with college orches- 
tras convinced him ne could earn 
more with his musical skills, and 
Duchin joined Leo Reisman's or- 
chestra. 


He formed his own band in 1931, 


branched into radio ana won the 
title of "The Magic Fingers of 
Radio.'1 He and his band were 
featured in several motion pic- 
tures, 
including "Coronado" in 


1935 and "Hit Parade' in 1937. 


Duchm's 
first 
wife,

Heiress Marjorie Oelricns, died in 
1937, two years after they were 
married and six days after ahe 
bore him a son. 


He was married again in 1947 to

Frozen Woman May Keep 
Arms, Legs; Recovery Amazing 


CHICAGO — (AP)— Chicago's 


"frozen woman" is making an "as- 
tounding recovery," her physician 
said today, in a case that is mak- 
ing medical history. 


The woman, Mrs. Dorothy Mae 


Stevens, a 23-year-old Negress, 
appeared gaining today—two days 
after she was brought to Michael 
Reese hospital with a tempera- 
ture of 64 degrees, the lowest in 
the history of medicine. She was 
found frozen stiff in a south side 
passageway. Medical records show 
no human with a temperature that 
low ever survived. 


Will Keep Limbs 


Medical authorities had express- 


ed little hope for her recovery and 
said that if she survived her limbs 
and arms might have to be ampu- 
tated. 


But Dr. Harold Laufman, staff 


surgeon, said "it appears now that 
Mrs. Stevens \vill keep her limbs. 
Even now she is able to move all 
her fingers and toes individually 
and -collectively. 
She will shed 


skin, however, but that can be' re- 
stored through skin graft. 
She 


has made an astounding recovery." 


Her temperature today remain- 


ed at about 100 degrees, as against 
the 98.6 normal, the same as yes- 
terday. She was conscious and al- 
though she was reported "resting 
well," her condition remained criti- 
cal, a.hospital spokesman said.

Gen. Collins estimated casualties 


among the Chinese and North Ko- 
rean Communists as 10 to 1 com- 
pared with those suffered by the 
American army and its allies.

not pay, will cost severest penal- 
ties, and persuade the Chinese that 
they were foolish to become pawns 
in war."

Hoover Warns 
Of Land War

NEW 
YORK. 
(AP)—Former 


President Herbert Hoover's warn- 
ing against a land war with Rus- 
sia brought divided congressional 
reaction in Washington today and 
the possibility he may be invited 
to hearings on the troopa-to-Eur- 
ope issue. 


Declaring that air 
and 
sea 


might are America's best weapons 
against aggression, the 76-year- 
old Hoover said in a radio address 
last night that land war against 
Russia would risk "the loss of all 
civilization." 


The senate foreign relations and 


armed services committes begin 
public hearings next Thursday on 
the bill to permit sending Ameri- 
can troops to Europe. 


A Republican member of the 


committee, who asked not to be 
identified, said he thought 
the 


point of view that Hoover has ex- 
pressed "certainly should be pre- 
sented." 


Says It's Impractical 


Democrats termed 
impractical 


Hoover's proposal that the coun- 
try depend on air and sea might 
Most Republicans who expressed 
an opinion agreed with Hoover on 
the losses to be suffered from a 
land war with Russia. 


Hoover, who said 
after 
his 


speech he had not yet heard of an 
invitation to testify at the hear- 
ings, urged a period of watchful 
waiting for evidence of Europe's 
unity and military strength before 
sending more ground troops there. 


The former Republican 
presi- 


dent said that "instead "of ~com- 
mitting- land armies abroad, the 
U. S. should build "overwhelming 
air and naval 
power" 
for use 


against Russia if 
she attacks 


Europe. 


Could Bring Catastrophe 


"A land offensive against the 


Communists," 
he 
said, 
"could 


bring no military victory, no politi- 
cal conclusion." It could bring 
catatrophe to America, he added, 
"with no salvation to Europe." 


He proposed that Chiang Kai- 


Shek be 'freed "to do what he 
wishes to China" and that the 
U. S. "furnish him with muni- 
tions." 


His address, carried nationally 


over the 
Mutual 
Broadcasting 


System network, seemed to mod- 
ify somewhat his widely debated 
"Gibraltar" speech six weeks ago. 


Prepare to Sacrifice 


But Hoover in no way repudi- 


ated his basic thesis that America 
should strengthen itself, and its 
ocean perimeters, as the safest 
means of averting disaster. 


He said, however, that 
"we 


should be prepared to make heavy 
sacrifices" to help free nations. 


"But we should do it with com- 


mon sense, within our strength, 
with a long view of history in 
mind." 


Declaring that the nation can- 


not sustain for long a budget of 
$71.6 
billions and the tax load it 


demands, he urged reduction of 
national spending "to a level we 
can carry over a long term of 
years." 


"The economic destruction of 


the U. S. is one of the means by 
which Stalin hopes to overcome 
us." he said. 


Unbearable Strain 


He declared it was an "unbear- 


able strain on our economic sys-

Measure Will 
Include Some 
UMT Clauses 
New Bill Faces 
Stiff Fight in 
Senate, House 


WASHINGTON, > (AP) — ,Th* 


Defense department proposal' for 
drafting 18-year-olds appears cer- 
tain to reach the senate floor. It 
was included in a bill approved 
last night by a 7 to 1 vote of the 
senate preparedness subcommit- 
tee. 


Although the measure still must 


clear the senate armed services 
committee, that step seemed cer- 
tain since the seven senators who 
voted for it in the subcommittee 
form a majority in the 13-man 
armed services group. 


Add Modifications 


The subcommittee added several 


restrictions and modifications to 
the broad plan urged by Secretary 
of Defense Marshall to build up 
the nation's fighting manpower 
and provide a long-term reserve. 


Young men of 18 have never 


been drafted in peacetime. And 
stiff opposition to the plan has 
developed in both the senate and 
house, because of many protests, 
especially from parents and edu- 
cators. 


The house armed services com- 


mittee is working on a similar 
measure with public hearings sus- 
pended for the time being. 


Senator Morse (R-Ore), who 


voted against the subcommittee 
bill, issued a statement indicating 
tie will continue to fight for some 
further changes. 


Would Enlist Aliens 


One provision the group inserted 


in the measure would authorize 
army enlistment during the next 
five years of up to 125,000 care- 
fully selected aliens. 


Chairman Lyndon Johnson (D- 


Tex) told reporters this move was 
not intended as "any substitute" 
for drafting 18 year olds. "It is in 
addition to other features for 
building up our forces," Johnson

Major provisions' approved by 


the senae group would: 


1. Lower the present minimum 


draft age from 19 year* to 18 
but require local draft board* 
first to. call up all available men 
in their present manpower pool* 
of 19 through 25 years.

Farmers \\i\o use bcif-feeui. i.- fur 


hogs save two-thirds of their labor, 
and their stock finishes for market 
more quickly on the same amount 
of feed, studies have shown. Self- 
feeders are most commonly used 
for market hogs of any age on full 
feed, but they can be used with | 
equal success with breeding stock 
and pregnant sows. 


Experts give several reasons for 


the use of self-feeders: They save 
valuable time of the 
farmers; 


hogs' appetites persist even when 
on full feed; the animals can con- 
sume large amounts without in- 
jury; they convert large amounts 
of feed into body tissue and fat 
economically. 


Hogs Eat Morp 


Experiments have proved that 


hogs eat more and make most 
rapid gains when they have feed 
before them continually. 


An efficient self-feeder is readily 


constructed with ordinary building 
'materials. One type that has been 
built by numerous farmers at low 
cost has a large-capacity feed bin. 
It is constructed on a framework 
of one-inch lumber and two by 
four's with sides, top and bottom 
of tempered hardboard. The lid 
tilts back to make filling easy. 


Regulates Flow 


The floor of the bin is con- 


structed in the shape of an in- 
verted "V" to regulate the flow 
of feed to the six individual feed- 
Ing compartments on each side. 
Each compartment is protected by 
a lid securely hinged at the top. 


Experience has proved that hogs

lunch counter gain faster on less 
feed than under hand feeding at 
the usual intervals. A self-feeder is 
Just as good a deal for a hog as it 
Is for the farmer.

built without basements in 1951 
than in 1950, it is predicted by the

ing infotmation, following a new 
study of housing trends. 


Chief factors expected to bring 


this about include the cost saving 
of $750 to $1,000 made possible by 
erecting a house on a concrete 
slab instead of over a basenwnt; 
and recent development of im- 
proved methods of heating the 
home built on a slab foundation. 


Since the last war, the base- 


mentless house has steadily gained 
popularity. Nearly one-fourth of 
all small homes built in the New 
York metropolitan area in 1949 
employed slab construction. Lower 
cost of slab construction, coupled 
with development of modern, com- 
pact, automatic laundry and heat- 
ing equipment which eliminates 
the need for basements, was re- 
sponsible. 


Warm Air Perimeter Heat 


Biggest 
impetus given base- 


mentless construction is a new 
heating method developed for it. 


This method, warm air perime- 


ter heat, came into general use 
less than two years ago and only 
during the past year has its effi- 
ciency been proved under actual 
use. A slab house is difficult to 
heat because there is considerable 
heat loss from the slab to the 
earth and to the outside atmos- 
phere, unless the house is properly 
insulated and the slab kept warm 
around the edges. 


The perimeter heating system 


consists of a round, galvanized 
pipe of 8" diameter embedded in 
the concrete 4" from- the edges of 
the slab and extending all around 
the perimeter of the house. Heat 
is supplied by a feeder duct leading 
from the furnace. A blower forces 
warm 
air 
from 
the 
furnace 


•through the ducts and out through 
wall registers. With a return air 
intake above the furnace, this pro- 
vides 
continUal 
circulation 
of 


wprm air 
Proper Insulation Is .Nwt-ssary 
Heating experts say that to heat 


a basementless house properly, it 
is essential to prevent heat loss 
from the edges of the concrete 
slab and to prevent cold air flow- 
ing down the wall of the rooms. 
They advise proper insulation for 
a slab-floored home built on the 
ground without crawl space. 


It is recommended that at least 


2" of insulation be installed be- 
tween the edge of the slab and the 
point where it joins the foundation 
walls, with the insulation turned 
under slab and extended about 2 
feet from each foundation wall. A 
temperature difference of one de- 
gree per foot of height between 
floor and ceiling will provide com- 
fort, but this cannot be achieved 
unless exposed walls are fully in- 
sulated. 


When exposed walls and ceilings 


are insulated full-thick with mine- 
ral wool, they are within 2 or 3 
degrees of the air temperature 
and drafts ai e virtually eliminated. 
National Bureau of Standards re- 
ports that full-thick mineral wool 
reduces fuel consumption up to 
35 per cent. 


Either floor or wall registers 


can be used. Engineers recom- 
mend that the register and stack 
be set into the wall so that at least 
2 inches of mineral wool insulation 
can be laced between it and the 
inside surface of the exterior wall.

Plan Kitchen to Simplify 
Work for Busy Housewife 


To simplify kitchen work, tasks 
hould progress in orderly fashion 
rom one work center to the next. 
Under ordinary routine the process 
s from nght to left, as preferred 
y most right-handed home-mak- 
rs. 


An efficient arrangement for 
abinets and appliances is to place 
he mix center on the right of the 
vork area, followed by sink, range 
and food serving center. Distance 
ietween cabinets or 
appliances 


pposite each other should be at 
east four feet to allow plenty of 
oom for two workers. Cabinets at 
right angles to each other but sep- 
arated by work area or door should 
lave a clearance of at least three 
feet Clearance for appliances such 
as stove and refrigerator located 
n this position is four feet, says 
the small homes council, Universi- 
ty of Illinois. 


Standard Heights . 


Standard 
height 
of 
cabinet 


equipment is 36 inches. This is a 
comfortable level for most women, 
out many vary for taller or shorter 
lomemakers. If needed, adjust- 
ment for differences in height of 
an inch or two should be made by 
changing the height of the toe 
space. 


The cooking range should be 


placed at least 18 inches from the 
window to avoid the danger of 
curtains blowing across burner 
flames. The range should meet 
minimum standards of the Ameri- 
can Gas association or Under- 
writers' Laboratories. A very high 


or low oven or broiler may lead to 
serious burns while lifting hot 
pans. 


Avoid Moisture 


Excessive moisture created by 


routine activities in the kitchen 
should be avoided. This moisture 
should 
be 
allowed " to 
escape 


through opened windows directly 
from- the room where it originates. 
An exhaust fan mounted behind 
the kitchen range will drive away 
water vapor created during cook- 
ing. 


In the average kitchen, there 


should be a minimum of 15 inches 
of counter space beside the refrig- 
erator to allow room for placing 
articles taken from it. For dish- 
washing, 36 inches of space is 
needed at the right of the sink 
bowl for stacking dishes before 
washing and 30 inches on the left 
of the sink for the dried dishes. 
About 24 inches of space alongside 
the range for setting out dishes or 
dinner plates is needed. Mixing and 
food preparation call for another 
36 inches. 


Kitchen storage space should be 


planned so that most frequently 
used articles can be stored in the 
area from one foot above the floor 
to a litle higher than eye level.

In figuring depreciation loss on 


his home, the home-owner's first 
consideration should oe the value 
placed on the remaining useful lite 
of the house, say real estate brok- 
ers and mortgage lenCers. 


There is no formula for fixing a 


markdown from: te original price 
of the home, because some dwell- 
ings are in better condition than 
others, or have exceeded their us- 
ability longer than originally an- 
ticipated. 


Factors Involved 


Both physical and economic fac- 


tors must be taken into, account in 
estimating depreciation. The nor- 
mal life expectancy of a house 
may be reduced by structural loss- 
es such as neglect of proper main- 
tenance, hard or improper usage, 
or damage caused by severe wea- 
ther conditions. 


Economic changes 
may also 


contribute to lessening property 
values. These include such environ- 
mental changes as 
detrimental 


zoning regulations and deteriora- 
tion in the character of the neigh- 
borhood. 


An estimate of physical s im- 


provements can be made by ob- 
servation and then getting the 
repair or replacement costs. 


Make Comparison 


A comparison should also be 


made with surrounding properties 
with an analysis as to how much 
depreciation is caused by physical 
deterioration or economic changes. 
If the neighborhood has run down 
considerably since the house was 
first erected, there is a correspon- 
ding lessening in value. 


Foundational 
deterioration 
or 


obsolescence is the tird important 
element. Ths includes decreased 
efficiency or increased mainten- 
ance of old, worn-out property. 
Parts of the building can be rebuilt 
or restored and put in working 
order even though uhe building 
may be many years old. But unless 
the entire house can be put into 
livable use again, it will be useless 
to make these repairs.

Make Six Useful 
Articles from 
Hardwood Scraps 


In 
the 
home 
vvorkshop 
the 


craftsman constantly creates scrap 
pieces of building .naterial. How 
to convert scraps of a popular 
home construction 'panel, temper- 
ed hardboard, into useful objects 
about the home is suggested be- 
low: 


Push Panel on Door 


To protect the unish of fre- 


quently used doors, apply a piece 
of the one-eighth-inch hardboard, 
four inches wide and 10 inches 
long, at the usual contact point. 
Edges should be beveled. Fasten to 
the door with round headed screws 
attached through drill holes The 
Masonite may be painted, enamel- 
ed, lacquered, varnished, waxed, 
or left in its natural color. 


Checkerboard 


Use any thickness hardboard. 


Cut it to regulation size and paint 
on the squares. The checkers may 
be cut with a jigsaw and painted 
or enameled. 


Drawer Dividers 


To bring order out of chaos in a 


deep kitchen cabinet drawer, saw 
some 
partition's 
from 
uniform 


thickness hardboard scraps. They 
may extend either the width or 
length of the drawer. Fit them into 
slots cut in wooden sides or into 
metal mouldings obtainable at any 
hardware store. Top centers of the 
dividers should have semi-circles 
cut out with a jig-saw to provide 
easier access. 


House Number 


With 'waterproof 
glue fasten 


luminous numerals to a piece of 
painted hardboard, the edges of 
which first have been beveled At- 
tach the unique and highly visible 
number plate to the door or siding 
with screws. 


House JNameplate 


Block letters forming the family 


name may be cut from a scrap 
piece of Masonite hardboard with 
a jig or scroll saw. After being 
beveled and painted, varnished or 
enameled, the letters may be 
mounted on the side of the nouse 
or the front door with screws ap- 
plied through pre-drilled holes. 


Table Servers 


Using uniform thickness mate- 


rial, cut the hardboard into 12 by 
16-inch rectangles. Plane the edges 
and round the corners

modernizing the walls and floor 
than by any other means, it i9 
suggested by the Construction Re- 
search Bureau, national clearing 
house for building information. 
Cracked,

scarred, unsightly floors are the 
biggest offenders in the average 
old house. 


When part of a wall or ceiling 


is seen to be bulged, pressure of 
the hand will reveal whether it 
has pulled loose with the lath. If 
this has happened, the loose plas'0 
ter should be removed and replac- 
ed with new plaster, properly 
bonded to the lath. 


An increasing number of home- 


owners are using wallboard with 
vapor barrier characteristics to 
modernize the interiors of their 
homes. Furring stnps can be 
nailed right over the plaster "to 
the studs and joists and the new 
wallboard fastened to these strips.^ 
After this is applied, the house* 
can be insulated with 
mineral 


wool by blowing it pneumatically 
into the hollow wall spaces. This 
procedure is well worth while be- 
cause of the fuel savings and in- 
creased summer and winter com- 
fort provided by the insulation. 


Floors can be modernized by 


laying new flooring over old, worn 
boards. Longer than normal nails 
should be used in such cases sap*, 
that they will fasten the new 
flooring firmly to the joists. By 
the use of mastic preperations, an 
old floor also can be made smooth 
so it will receive one of various 
new types of composition flooring.

Fritz Thyssen, Once a Backer 
Of Adolph Hitler, Dies in Exile

BUENOS AIRES, (AP)—Fritz 


Thyssen, once one of Germany's 
richest tycoons and the financial 
backer of Adolf Hitler's rise to 
power, died yesterday, "a man 
without a country." 


The 77-year-old ex-industrialist, 


his health broken and his fortune 
gone, died at the home of his 
daughter after a heart attack. 


The man whose money helped 


sweep Hitler into office and whom 
.Hitler later consigned to a concen- 


tration camp, came to Argentina 
a year ago to visit his daughter. 
Countess Zichy. 


Thyssen will be buried in this 


country where once he had vast 
industrial holdings, after funeral 
services this afternoon in the Ger- 
man cemetery at Chacarita, a 
Buenos Aires suburb. 


Born to Riches 


Born to riches and power, he 


pV,-&s the son of August Thyssen. 


The latter was regarded as the 
creator of Germany's modern iron 
industry. 


A strong Nationalist, he saw in 


Adolf Hitler a means of restoring 
Germany to her former greatness. 
He raised $1,200,000 for the Nazis 
in the 1933 election which swept 
Hitler into power. As a reward, he 
was named a state counselor and 
given a seat on the government's 
C 


onomic board. Later he became 
ipreme economic authority for 


Western Germany. 


Not long afterward relations be- 


tween Thyssen and Hitler cooled. 
By 1940 the tycoon was living in 
exile in Locarno. German sources 
said he bought his way out of the 
former Reich by turning most of 
his fortune over to the Nazis. 


In Detention Camp 


American troops _found Thyssen 


-early in 1945 at a detention camp 
^ih the Italian tyrol. The one time 


millionaire 
was 
enfeebled 
and 


wearing shabby clothing. 


Since he had been closely asso- 


ciated with Hitler's rise to power, 
Thyssen was arrested by the 
Allies. The evidence against him 
was not considered strong, how- 
ever, and a U. S. court in Germany 
released him in October. 1947. 


He then was turned over to 


JGerman authorities, was given a 
'denazification trial a year later 


and was found guilty as a minor 
offender.

Eisenhower the Soldier Can't Help 


. Being Statesman 


Throughout his several appearances before congress and 


his address to the nation, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower re- 
peatedly told his listeners that he is approaching his job as 
Atlantic Treaty commander strictly as a soldier, not a states- 
man. 


Yet the truth is Eisenhower is one of those rare men who 


just can't help being a statesman, in the best sense. His 
report on his European survey proves it. 


First of all, he has genuine humility. Contrast his atti- 


tude with the behavior of some of our leading lawmakers, 
who don't hesitate for a second to out-general the generals, 
even though they are usually totally lacking in military 
training. 


Next Eisenhower has a sincerity that his most severe 


critic could not deny. You know he means what he says — 
every word and phrase rings with honesty. 


Furthermore, while he may deal in generalities if he 


thinks the situation calls for them, he is never vague and 
fuzzy. He has ideas — convictions — and he voices them 
cleariy and forcefully. You don't find yourself asking- 
"What did he say?" 


The general refuses to treat great issues on the petty 


level, as so many lawmakers insist on doing. He goes to the 
heart of the thing, brushes aside shallow and negative think- 
ing, declines to be drawn into senseless wrangling. 


And he exudes the kind of confidence that could stem 


only from the deepest faith both in the way of life he is 
pledged to defend and in the ability of that way of life to sur- 
vive on earth. This confidence he is able to communicate to 
others like a contagion. 


All these attributes are traits that any first-rank leader 


and statesman ought to have. Possessing them, Eisenhower 
will always be more than a soldier, however ably he may per- 
form the duties of a soldier. 


It is unfortunate that neither this country nor any other 


free nation has enough of such leadership. Winston Churchill 
exercised it for Britain in World War H, but today he's on the 
sidelines. No man in Washington equals Eisenhower's stature, 
and everybody seems to realize the fact. 


• The scarcity of high caliber leadership places an unfair 


burden upon Dee. He must do more than just organize a 
European defense army. He has to help sell congress on the 
need to defend Europe, to have American fighting men join 
in that defense, to put his country in the vanguard of the 
struggle against communism. 


Like the dutiful public servant he is, Eisenhower already 


is well embarked on these assorted jobs, the while he pro- 
tests he is just a soldier. 


Probably the most significant effort he made in his ap- 


pearances on Capitol Hill was his clarion call to America to 
lead the way. Every nation must do its fair share, he said, 
but each cannot hang back waiting for the other to move 
Some country must step forward boldly and courageously. 


What nation better than the United States? We are 


younger, fresher, richer in resources and know-how. We have 
been spared the ruinous ravages of two world wars that have 
done so much to cripple the spirit and substance of Europe. 
Said the general: 
"We cannot delay, nationally or individually, while we 


suspiciously scrutinize the sacrifices made by our neighbor, 
and through a weaseling logic seek some way to avoid our 
own duties. 


If we Americans seize the lead, we will preserve and be 
worthy of our own past."

JACOBY ON CANASTA 


Jacoby Tries to Kibitz

While it is really a cinch to 


know the correct play when you 
are watching all four hands there 
are frequent occasions when you 
can watch one hand only and spot 
a serious mistake. 


Recently, I was watching an 


extremely interesting canasta 
game. East and West acquired a 
tremendous lead on the first two 
hands and were almost out. On the 
third hand, misfortune overtook 
them. The opponents went out be- 
fore, they could meld at all and the 
score at the start of the fourth and 
last hand was East and West 4500, 
North and South 3100. 


East now proceeded to pick up 


one of those horrors without a 
wild card; an ace or much else. The 
opponents took the discard pile 
quickly and proceeded on their 
merry way. 
Meanwhile, East's 


hand commenced to improve. He 
acquired three each of queens and 
jacks, pairs of kings and tens and 
one deuce. His next draw was a 
second deuce and he was in posi- 
tion to meld his 120 by using ten 
cards. 


The situation at thta time was 


that North and South had melded 
everything from eights on down. 
South and West had each discard- 
ed lungs and no aces, queens, 
jacks, tens or nines had appeared. 
South had melded down to five 
cards only while North still held 
about fifteen. 


I made my mind up. I would 


meld 2-10-10, Q-Q-Q. J-J-J, put 
the second *deuce with either the 
queens or the jacks, discard a king 
and hope. Not so with East. He 
saw that the man in back of him 
held five cards only and decided to 
freeze the pack. He discarded a 
deuce. West proceeded to meld 
Joker-Ace-Ace and 9-9-9 and dis- 
card safely. East drew another 
deuce. Again my mind was made 
up. I would meld my queens and 
jacks and throw a king. East 
actually did. 


Much to our disappointment (I 


always sympathize with the man 
I am watching) West could not 
add a card to either of those melds. 
East's next draw was a third ten 
and I relaxed. 


It was a cinch that his partner 


held one, ten and maybe he held 
a couple. All m> 'nan had to do 
was to meld three tens and a deuce 


so as to tell his partner to add 
everything he could to the tens 
and the hand would be over in one 
round. 


However, West did not meld the 


tens. Afterwards he explained that 
he did not want to meld down tq% 
low when the pack was frozen. A 
really bad excuse. It was his duty 
to play for out 


The next round went by without 


incident and East still held his 
tens. Then poor West finally gave 
away the discard pile. North made 
four canastas and finally East put 
down his tens. 


Sure enough West had held a 


pair of tens right along and if 
East had given him a chance hffc 
would have saved a couple of thou- 
sand points and the game.

I wanted to join Dr. D. E. Lindstrom's party when they toured 


Europe last August. Being unable to go, the next best thing was 
enjoying his talk, illustrated by colored slides of Sweden. He 
began by telling of southern Sweden; it's climate is like that of 
Illinois. They have a wealth of flowers. There were long gardens 
planted in memory of the late queen of Sweden and cut flowers 
filled the flower shop windows. In Stockholm, we viewed the open 
market where folks came on their bicycles, the public telephones 


• along the sidewalks; an old narrow street; an old fishing boat; the 
well-known Gripsholm ship; modern apartment buildings; the new 
hospital with free maternity care, held,my interest. Autos drive 
on the left side and the "no parking" signs are a capital P with 
a red line through it. We also viewed some lovely farm homes, 
barns and well kept horses. At Christmas time the streets are 
decorated much like ours, with folks marching to church on Christ- 
mas morning carrying lighted torches. The cities of Sweden are 
very clean, with nary a piece of stray paper seen. We found out, 
too, that the government was socialistic; that the poor can enjoy 
an opera for 20 cents, and that folks are pensioned at 67 years of 
age.—Mrs. Irwin Rapp, Sublette. 


Special Class at Farm 


This 


and Home Week 
is my sixth year to be 


fortunate enough in being able to 
attend this meeting held at the 
University of Illinois. A feature 
offered for the first time was a 
series of special classes in home 
economics open for a registered 
number. 
One exceptionally fine 


class was given by Ritta Whitesel 
on sewing 
tricks—to 
help 
us 


achieve that professional touch in 
home sewing. Did you know that 
bias binding is cut only on the 
diagonal of a square? Also that 
you am by means of pressing and 
the use of two corsage pins, two 
inches apart, and flat on the iron- 
tog board, draw folded binding 
through, thus making, bias binding 
ready to sew ? A deft demonstra- 
tion of the making of bias loops 
was shown, stitching these on 
scored paper as a guide, and then 
directly to the garment, tearing 
the paper away. 


Did you know that in making 


scallops, you can fold a paper 
fanwise, one half the depth of the 
desired scallop? 
Also to avoid 


that homemade look be sure to 
grade the scallop seams, leaving 
the largere seam toward the right 
side. The same principal Is used 
in any stitched-on facing. 
In a 


neck facing, after grading, stitch 
through facing and seam to pre- 
vent raveling and turning. 


Making belt carriers was shown, 


as was pin basting. Miss Whitesel 
gave the hint of covering a brick 
with flannel, for the purpose or 
anchoring 
material 
when 
slip 


stitching by hand. Another hint 
was to stitch the seam allowance 
under on the hem even when it is 
done by hand, as' it is more dur- 
able, neater and easier to iron. 
Darts are basted from the narrow 
point to the wide end and are 
stitched from the wide to the 
narrow end. When pressing, Waist- 
line darts go toward center front, 
while underarm ones are pressed 
downward. We were shown why 
one should never use a flat iron- 
Ing board In pressing fullness, 
rather a rounded surface is need- 
ed. Every home sewer 
should 


make herself a tailor's ham. You 
may obtain the pattern we were 
given, by contacting the Home 
Bureau office. 
It can be made of 


ticking and filled with sawdust, 
and can set the shape of the gar- 
ment so as to give the professional 
touch.

Homemaker's Session on 


Fish Preparation 


One of the homemaker's sessions 


which I enjoyed this past week at 
our Farm and Home Week sessions 
was the one given by Rose Kerr 
of the Fish and Wildlife Service. 
She explained that there are 160 
species of fish, of which 10 are 
common. Of all these species there 
are three classes: fat, lean and 
shell. The fat fish contain more 
than five per cent fat, the lean 
less than this, and the shell 
varieties contain very little. The 
food value we receive from fish is 
85-90 per cent digestable protein, 
plus minerals of iron, phosphorus, 
calcium and 
iodine, 
with 
the 


vitamins of A, B and'o. also being 
present, plus a little carbohydrate. 
Mrs. Kerr demonstrated several 
ways of baking fish. By baking, 
we can eliminate much of the fish 
odor. 
One different 
dish was 


scallops and 
pineapple kabobs. 


These 
kabobs 
were 
fixed 
on 


skewers, for which she gave us a 


simple trick of using large spike 
nails which are washed very clean. 
• * * 


The recipe she demonstrated and 


which I intend to use, and which 
made an attractive plate on the 
stage, was baked halibut steaks. 
One can use either halibut or had- 
dock fillets or any of the lean fish" 
for this recipe: 


2 Ibs. halibut steaks 
1 teaspoon salt. 
Dash of pepper 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon onion, grated 
% cup butter or other 
fat, 


melted Paprika 


Place steaks on a well-greased 


baking pan. Combine seasonings 
and fat, beating until blended. 
Brush mixture over steaks. Bake 
in a moderate oven 350 degrees 
about 30 minutes or until fish 
flakes easily when tested with 
a fork. 
Sprinkle liberally with 


paprika, garnish with parsley and 
serve immediately. Serves 6.

Dietary Control 


Dietary control is one of the 


most piomismg measuies that can 
be taken m the prevention of 
dental decay. By dietary control 
»s meant the .nclus:on n the 
diets of children 
the 
elements 


necessary for the formation of 
structurally sound teeth, and the 
exclusion from this diet elements 
which contribute to dental decay. 
Since excessive amounts of carbo- 
hydrates, 
which 
includes 
the 


sugars and starches, lead to the 
formation of decay, this portion 
of our diet must be restricted. 


Education of the child to the 


importance of dietary regime to 
prevent decay may be difficult, 


but can be the most rewarding in 
terms of healthier teeth. 


Visit Dentist 


A second step that can be taken 


to insure our children of sound 
teeth is regular and periodic visits 
to our family dentist. By doing 
this early recognition of dental 
decay is possible and small de- 
fects can be detected and remedied 
befoie they become too large 
If 


the teeth are examined only when 
pain causes us to see our dentist it 
is almost certain the decay process 
is well on its way to causing tooth 
loss. Therefore, a habit of periodic 
\iste, v.-ill go a long v.ay to sav'"~ 
children undue pain and premature 
loss of important and necessary 
teeth. 


A child should be taken for his 


first visit to the dentist at about 
three years of age. Even though 
no work may be necessary at this 
time. It gives the child an oppor- 
tunity to become acquainted with 
the dentist and the dental office 
and this is important in later 
years. 


A third approach to the pre- 


vention of tooth decay is by the 
production of a tooth structure 
which is more resistant to the 
decay process. 
In this regaid 


fluorine has received wide atten- 
tion because it haa been observed 
that when fluoride* occur in the 
drinking water in concentrations 
around one part per million there 
is significantly less dental decay. 


Apparently fluoride* combine 


\\ith the tooth structure to form a 
moie decay resistant structure. 
There is sufficient evidence now 
accumulated to indicate that the 
application of sodium fluoride in 
two per cent solution directly to 
the teeth will be effective in re- 
ducing the decay process by 40 
per cent. Since this 
material 


should be supplied to the tooth 
early following the eruption of 
the permanent teeth the best ages 
for the application 
of 
sodium 


fluoride are seven, 10, and 13. 
Here then is another preventive 
measure in the combat against 
tooth decay.'

There May Never Be a Qeareut 
Victory in Korean War-Boyle 


NEW YORK. (A?)—"How will 


we know when we have woo a vic- 
toiy in Korea?" 


That question was put to me 


recently by a housewife whose two 
young sons were sailing for serv- 
ice in the Far East. 


There may never be a clearcut 


military victory for either side. 
The Korean campaign nas been a 
p:g in the poke, in some ways, for 
everybody concerned. 


All the nations involved in it 


have taken turns at the great 
Oriental game of losing face—and 
everywhere you look you see a 
black eye m a mask of dignity. 


All Lose Face 


The North Korean government 


lost face by failing to win the war 
it started, last June 25. It also lost 
most of its army. 


The South Korean government 


lost face several tunes by tht un- 
impressive showing of its troops 
against the enemy. 


The United Nations—including 


the United States—lost face be- 
cause it has been unable to carry 
ut its program of creating i free, 
ndependent and united Korea 


China has lost face because so 


ar it has failed to carry out its 
'ledge to throw the Allies off the 
Korean peninsula. 


Even Soviet Russia, which stay- 


ed out of the formal phases of the 
onflict, has lost some face Its 
behind-the-scenes power grab to 


bnng all Asia under Communism 
hjji been rebuffed in battle. 


This leaves the polite Japanese 


as the only major race in the area 
with their features still intact. 
And they are deriving'«some inno- 
cent pleasure out of watching the 
other nations fumble around the 
floor in an effort to pick up their 
fallen faces and put them back on 
straight. 


Back at Start 


The campaign is now, after 


eight bitter months, about back 
whera it was a few days after it 
started. There have been well over 
a million casualties, and the forces 
in the field are getting larger 
rather than smaller. 


Gaining back lost territory is 


now a subsidiary goal of the Allied 
army. Its chief aim is to kill as 
many enemy Reds as it can while 
preserving itself from any mass 
counter offensive that might de- 
stroy it. 


Where is victory in this checker- 


board pattern of retreat and at- 
tack, counterattack and withdraw- 
al? Who *knows when who has 
won? The soldiers on the battle- 
line—as well as the housewife who 
is sending her two young sons over 
there—would like an answer. 


Short of the launching of an all 


out third world war, there seems 
little likelihood of a decisive mili- 
tary victory for any of the forces 
now fighting amid Koreans barren 
snowy hills. 


Husbands You Can Deduct for 
Alimony in Filing Income Tax 


(Editor's Note: This Is one of a 


series explaining who has to do 
what about his 1950 income tax 
return.)

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Here 


are some main points for married 
couples to remember in 
filing 


their 1950 income tax return. 


Married couples get a break un- 


der the present law. If they file 
jointly, they can split their in- 
come, each claiming half. 
This 


throws each half into a lower tax 
bracket, making for a lower total 
tax. 


Never in any case when one of 


them had no income will married 
couples lose by filing a joint re- 
turn. In most cases they'll save. 


And even in most cases when 


both had income they'll save by 
filing jointly. 


Both Must Sign 


In all cases where a husband 


and wife file a joint return both 
must sign it. 


(The rules about husband-wife 


filing—on such things as exemp- 
tions and so on—have been ex- 
plained in previous stories.) 


If you were married as late in 


1950 as Dec. 31, you can file a 
joint return on your income for 
all of 1950. 


If you yere divorced or legally 


separated any time, in 1950, even 
as late as Dec. 31, you must file 
separate returns for the year. 


In such a case the husband on 


his return takes on his own $600 
exemption, whether or not his di- 
vorced wife files a return. If she 
files, she takes her own $600 ex- 
emption on her return. 


Can't Get Exemption 


Even if a husband paid all the 


support of a divorced or legally 
separated wife he can't get an ex- 
emption for her. 


Suppose a husband and 
wife 


were living apart by Dec. 31, 
1950, but were not divorced or le- 
gally separated during the year. 
They can file a joint return. 


Some people face this question: 


"Can I deduct for alimony?" You 
can if you paid the alimony under 
a court order and In regular Ji- 
stalments. But the husband can't 
claim a $600 exemption for his 
divorced wife. 


Suppose your husband or wife 


died during the year. In such a 
case you are considered married 
for the whole vear.
